Mexican Secretary of Foreign Relations, Luis Padillo Nervo, was. guest of 
the foreign correspondents in Mexico at a round-table luncheon principally aimed 
at clearing up confusion over the granting of refuge to 318 members of the 
former Arbenz gov't in Guatemala. Padillo carefully outliftied the principle 
being followed which, he said, has been Mexican policy for many years and strictly 
adhered to without respect to any particular country. 

He indicated, confidentially, that Mexico may yet come around to recognizing 
the Franco government in Spain. Mexico still recognizes the old Republican govern- 
ment there and feeling over the matter still runs high in Mexico. A Franco rep- 
resentative was shot and killed on the streets of Mexico two years ago. 

Padillo Nervo also said the Mexican Foreign Office is willing to agree to 
the foreign correspondents' suggestion that a press officer, qualified to speak 
for the ministry, be appointed. The Mexican foreign office has never had such 
an office and this meant correspondents had to reach the minister himself, 
usually, to get a statement on any news matter.
